Patience is a jewel in the life of a 
child of God that merits great reward. 
**‘Let patience have her perfect work, 
that ye may be perfect and entire, 
wanting nothing.”’ Jas. 1:4. 
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The oneness of God’s people 
should be, and surely is the de- 
sire of every true believer in Je- 
sus Christ.

People are 
continually getting the law and 
gospel mixed. They seem to for- 
get or fail to notice the statement 
of Jesus at Luke 16:16, ‘‘The 
law and the prophets were until 
John,’’ and the prophecies con- 
cerning Christ, or try to apply 
them toa time yet future when 
many of them are for the present 
dispensation. Peter, in quoting 
from Deut. 18:15:19, said, ‘‘For 
Moses truly said unto our fath- 
ers, a Prophet shall the Lord your 
God raise up unto you of your 
brethren, like unto me; Him shall 
ye hear in all things whatsoever 
He shall say unto you. And it 
shall come to pass, that every 
soul which will not hear that 
prophet shall be destroyed from 
among the people ’’ Acts 3:22:23, 
‘For unto us a child is born, unto 
us a son is given: and the goy- 
ernment shall be upon His shoul- 

Of the increase of His 
government... there shall be no 
end.’’ Isa. 9:6-7. ‘I saw in the 
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night visions, and behold, one 
like the Son of man came with 
the clouds of heaven, and came 
to the Ancient of days, and they 
brought Him near before Him. 
And there was given Him domin- 
ion, and glory, and a kingdom, 
that all people, nations and lan- 
guages should serve Him: His 
dominion is an everlasting do 
minion, which shall not pass away, 
and his kingdom that which shall 
not be destroyed.’’ Dan. 7:13-14. 
These prophecies, with many oth- 
ers, teach us that Jesus Christ is 
to be our lawgiver and King. 
Some are ready to admit this, but 
try to make it appear that it is to 
be only after His second coming. 
Kindly go with me in thought to 
the mount of transfiguration, and 
witness His Inaugural ceremony. 
Math. 17:1-5. Jesus took three 
of His chosen disciples to witness 
this great event, and we have 
the record as given by them, and 
their record is true, for the law 
teaches that in the mouth ot two 
or three witnesses the thing is es- 
tablished. If you read the ac- 
count of the ceremony you will 
see that Jesus ‘‘was transfigured 
before them, and His face did 
shine as the sun, and His raiment 
was white as the light. And, 
behold, there appeared unto them 
Moses and Elias talking with 
Him.’’ Moses representing the 
law, and Elias the prophets. Up 
to that time the people had Mo- 
ses and the Prophets to teach 
them the way of righteousness. 
_ Luke 16:29. While these heav- 
enly visitors lingered, clad in 
their gorgeous array, Peter began 
to say, ‘‘Let us make three tab- 
ernacles (places of worship), one 
for Thee, one for Moses, and 
one for Elias.’’ Peter in making 
this statement seemed to have a 
desire to show reverence to Je- 
sus and also to Moses and Elias, 
but ‘‘he wist not what to say; 
for they were sore afraid.’’ 

Now here comes a ceremony 
that far surpasses any inaugural 
ceremony ever witnessed by any 
governor and his friends, presi- 








dent and his cabinet, or king and 
his lords. The human mind can- 
not comprehend the splendor and 
glory of that most wonderful oc- 
easion. “‘A bright cloud over- 
shadowed them: and behold a 
voice out of the cloud, which said, 
‘This is my beloved son, in whom 
I am well pleased; HEAR YE 
HIM.’”’ Which is the same 
as to say, ‘The government 
which has been in the care of 
Moses and the Prophets I here 
and now transfer to my Son, Je- 
sus Christ. Moses and Elias, 
you can retire with great honors, 
you have been faithful, but I will 
now require all men to obey my 
Son.” Then and there the gov- 
ernment was formally transfer- 
red to Jesus, and He went forth 
and gave out His laws, and also 
gave us an example to follow, 
the which if we obey will bring 
us into this ONENESS for which 
he so earnestly prayed. This 
oneness of His people is to con- 
vince the world that He indeed 
came from the Father. ‘‘Nei- 
ther pray I for these alone, but 
for them also which shall believe 
on me through their word; that 
they ALL may be ONE........ that 
they also may be one in us; that 
the world may believe that thou 
hast sent me......... that they may 
be one, even as we are one: ........ 
that they may be made perfect 
in one; ....... that the world may 
know that thou hast sent me, 
and hast loved them, as thou hast 
loved me.”’ John 17:20-23. What 
a wonderful thing it would be for 
all Christians to really be ONE 
in answer to the prayer of Jesus. 
There is but one way in which this 
can be accomplished, and that is 
for all to really and truly obey 
the commands of our true Gov- 
ernor, Jesus Christ. In this way 
we can obey Paul’s injunction at 
1 Cor. 1:10: ‘‘Now I beseech you, 
brethren, by the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, that ye all 
speak the same thing, and that 
there be no divisions among you; 
but that ye be perfectly joined 
together in the same judgment.”’

I appeal to the mind of every 
reader; would it not be glorious 
to have our Jesus and his doc- 
trine exalted above all opinions, 
creeds, doctrines and traditions, 
and thus have the world con- 
vinced that Jesus came from the 
Father? 

When a law is made there is 
always a penalty if it is broken 
or transgressed; so with the law 
of Christ. ‘The Lord Jesus 
shall be revealed from Heaven 
with His mighty angels, in flam- 
ing fire, taking vengeance on 
them that know not God, and 
that obey not the gospel of our 
Lord Jesus Christ: who shall be 
punished with everlasting de- 
struction from the presence of 
the Lord and the glory of His 
power.’’ 2Thes.1:7-9. ‘Every 
soul which will not hear (obey) 
that Prophet (Jesus), shall be 
destroyed.’’ Acts 3:23. 

Jesus is not a hard master, for 
He says, ‘‘My yoke is easy and 
my burden is light.’’ Math. 11: 
30. ‘‘His commandments are 
not grievous.’’ 1 John 5:3. So 
let us take the plain, simple 
teachings of Jesus and OBEY 
them, and in this way we can be 
ONE. 

By placing special emphasis on 
the teachings of Jesus, and obe- 
dience to Him, in this article, we 
do not intend to minify or dis- 
card the teaching of His Holy 
Apostles, for they received the 
instructions they give from Him. 
‘‘And they continued steadfastly 
in the Apostles’ doctrine and fel- 
lowship, and in breaking of bread 
and in prayers. And-fear came 
upon every soul: and many won- 
ders and signs were done by the 
Apostles.’’ Acts 2:42-43. The 
same unity and oneness brought - 
about by following the same 
teacher and His instructions will 
bring the same marvelous results.

Dear Brother Tomlinson: 

I feel led, and have for some time, to 
give my testimony concerning what 
God has done for me. I praise God for 
sending a Holiness man to Alabama 
City about the year 1880. The Lord 
convicted me of sin; I, like many oth- 
ers, taking it for conversion, was bap- 
tized into the M. E. Church at Trion, 
Ga., in July, 1885. The Lord got hold 
of me, and showed me without a doubt 
that I.was a doomed man. I went up 
for prayer, and remained until the Lord 
forgave me of my sins. I was baptized 
into the Baptist Church, and lived a 
very close Christian until I became of 
age. I joined the Masons and the Odd 
Fellows. That called me away from 
home a gooddeal. Went to drinking; 
got into trouble, and had to leave home. 
It almost broke my heart, also my sis- 
ters’ and my dear old mother’s, who 
was avery good woman. I lived this 
up and down life for about seventeen 
years. In the summer of 1899 I moved 
to this vlace. In 1900 the Baptists had

a glorious meeting under a bush arbor. 
I wasa vile sinner. I belonged to the 
brass band. I had no time to goto 
meeting, but they sent for my letter 
and took me and my dear wife into the 
church. The church elected me dea- 
con. My wife told me I ought to get 
right with God. She was right. I was 
pacing the downward road to hell at 
lightning speed. ‘‘The old saints,’’ as 
they are called, came and began to 
preach the gospel. They got several 
of our members; so my brother deacons 
and myself hada meeting. I received 
instructions to fight holiness with all 
my power. We turned those people 
out, and one of them was a Mason and 
an Odd Fellow. I helped bring charges 
against him, and we ‘‘flirted’’ him. My 
brother deacons said, ‘‘Now, Will, you 
must fight this holiness (or Mormonism) 
with all your power,’’ and oh, my God, 
I’m sorry to say I followed instructions 
of my brother deacons for more than a 
year. Holiness began to get such a 
held of the people the devil could not 
stand it any longer, so me being a 
leader against it, I had the ropes. And 
here: comes another tent, so the devil 
comes along to give some instructiens. 
He says, ‘‘Look here, brother, you 
know our lodges have lost a mighty 
good number by them old saints, now 
do you remember your obligations?’’ I 
said ‘*Yes, sir.’’ ‘‘Now, do you think 
you coulj help set fire to that old tent?” 
Now, I know I was just as mean as the 
devil wanted me to be, but bless your 
soul, the Lord helped me, so that I told 
Him that I could not do that. So they 
cut it down that night, and left a letter 
and some oil for a warning to get out 
of town next day or they would burn 
it. So they left. The Lord sent Bro. 
C. L. Bruner here. I didn’t like that. 
At that time we Baptists were holding 
a protracted meeting. I promised one 
of ‘‘them saints’’ if he would go te my 
meeting when his started I would 
go to his. And glory to Jesus, the Lord 
so convicted me of the damnation just 
ahead if I did not repent that I could 
not rest, and bless the Lord, oh my 
soul, how sweet and precious He is to 
me. So He filled my soul so full of His 
love. They turned-me out of the church 
and out of the Masonic lodge. I was 
Worshipful Master of this lodge and 
had taken the Royal Arch degree; a!so 
was in the Odd Fellows as far as the 
encampment; but, glory to Jesus! the 
Lord sanctified me wholly. 1 Thes. 
5:23. Put anew song in my mouth. 
Ps. 40:3. The Past Master asked me 
if I could keep my obligations to my 
brethren, to which I quietly answered, 
“‘We ought :to obey God rather than 
man.” Acts 5:29. Bless God, to-day I 
am free. I received a summons to ap- 
pear before ‘‘King Solomon,’’ but glory 
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to Jesus, I was dead, and my life was 
hid with Christ, and He would not go. 
Glory to His precious name. I can 
never praise His holy name enough for 
delivering me out of the net. Prov. 
1:17. The Lord asked me if I was wil- 
ling to be laughed at, talked about, and 
bear all manner of evil said of me. I 
told the Lord ‘‘just anything.’’ I used 
to talk about the holiness people, call 
them Mormons, hypocrites, and speak 
all manner of evil of them, and just as 
soon as I would hear of a new one, I 
would hear of a new one, I would hunt 
him up, drive him back into the world 
if possible, squirt my ambier, dip my 
snuff, drink my whisky, and, in fact, 
just do anything the devil wanted me 
to; but glory to Jesus, He healed my 
backslidings and sanctified me through 
and through. He erected a family 
altar in my home to stay till Jesus 
comes. I have a good wife who is liv- 
ing a justified life, but wants to get 
over into Canaan, where she can eat of 
those ‘‘Eschol grapes.” The Lord has 
blessed our home with eight bright 
children, and I am praying God to call 
them out into His vineyard just as soon 
as they are old ehough. It matters not 
if it is te foreign fields; they are all on 
the altar. The oldest is now seven- 
teen years of age, and is seeking sanc- 
tification. I hope to send her to Bro, 
Holmes’ school this fall. 

He saves me, sanctifies and heals my 
body when it needs repairing, and He 
is my coming King. Well, praise Him. 
The half has not been told. 

In December, 1909, the Lord sent 
Bro. Sigwalt to Trion, Ga., and for six 
weeks he handed out the Word more 
perfectly as in Acts 18:26. Well, praise 
the Lord for sending the Word to my 
heart, teaching me that cleansing was 
not filling. Well, glory to Jesus. Well 
do I remember on December 7th, while 
great opposition was coming up, Bro. 
Sigwalt remarked, ‘‘I am not going to 
try to prove anything, but will leave 
the matter with Jesus.” He preached 
from John 20:22 and 15:26. The ques- 
tion was asked me by the Spirit, “When 
did I testify in you?’’ I said, ‘‘Yes, 
Lord, I see it.’” When the altar call 
was made I went down on knees and 
face. for the baptism; but the Lord re- 
minded me that I had wrote and spoke 
to friends and warned them against this 
way (calling the dear saints “‘holy roll- 
ers.”) So I wrote to those precious 
souls and asked forgiveness. Hallelu- 
jah! I had been in a lawsuit with a 
very wicked man for swinging to my 
buggy, won the case and held judg- 
ment, but went to the dear precious 
soul and told him he did not owe me a 
penny, gave him the judgment and
